7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  m 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  w^arrant. 

8.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  make  any  al- 
teration in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  asse^'s- 
ed  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  public 
schools  and  the  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  ol 
the  District  as  determined  by  the  School  Board  in  its 
annual  report. 

9.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  that  may 
legallv  come  before  said  meeting.

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Explanation  of  Superintendent's  Salary 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  an- 
imal reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  super- 
intendent as  per  the  following  quotation : 

"Reports.  Each  superintendent  of  a  supervisory 
union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  showing 
the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superintent,  which 
report  shall  show  in  detail  the  amount  derived 
from  the  per  capita  tax  and  the  amount  paid 
directly  by  each  school  district  in  the  union". 

One  half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  pro- 
rated among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union 
on  'he  basis  of  adjusted  valuatior.  One  half  is  pro- 
rated on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in 
the  schools  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  Jiine 
30th.  The  Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  48 
during  1956-1957  received  a  salary  of  $6150  which  was 
made  up  as  follows:  $2500  paid  from  the  per  capita 
tax  and  $3650  prorated  among  the  several  school  dis- 
tricts .Allowance  of  $900  for  travel  within  the  union 
was  also  prorated  as  stated  above.
